authorizing the secre­ 
tary of the interior to complete the 
final rolls of the Choctaw’ and Chick­ 
asaw’ tribes: authorizing the Chick­ 
asaw tribe of Indians in Oklahoma 
to bring suit in the court of claims; 
authorizing the secretary of the in­ 
terior to pay certain money to Cher­ 
okee and Creek Indians; authorizing 
the tribe of Delaware ’Indians in Ok­ 
lahoma to bring suit in the court of 
claims against 
the 
United 
States; 
providing for the enrollment of cer­ 
tain persons as members of the Os­ 
age Indian Tribe; amending the act 
to prohibit the sale of liquor to In­ 
dians and providing penalties there­ 
for; 
providing for the transfer of 
certain names from the freedmen roll 
to the roll of citizens of blood of the 
Choctaw’ and Chickasaw nations.
